‘The hospital will fill a much 
needed addition to the health 
program being sponsored by the 
migratory agriculture labor 
camps, there being seven now 
completed or under construction 
in this area and at Pompano 
and Homestead. The two 
+ camps, Oscoela and Okeechobee, 

located near Belle Glade, two 

in the Pahokee community and 
one now under construction at 

Sand Cut, north of. Canal Point, 

make a total of seven camps 

from which the hospital will 
draw most of it's patrons. 

The hospital will be not only 
for the migratory people but 
will bé open to the publie of this 
section.
